PART I. 4 
SCOPE. 5 

 6 
18 VAC 15-30-10.  Scope.  7 
 8 
 This chapter contains procedures and requirements for the accreditation of lead-9 
based paint activities training programs and providers,; procedures and requirements for 10 
the certification licensure of individuals and firms engaged in lead-based paint activities 11 
in target housing and child-occupied facilities,; and standards for performing such 12 
activities.  This chapter is applicable to all individuals and firms who are engaged in lead-13 
based paint activities as defined in 18 VAC 15-30-20, except persons who perform these 14 
activities within residences which they own, unless the residence is occupied by a person 15 
or persons other than the owner or the owner's immediate family while these activities are 16 
being conducted or a child residing in the building has been identified as having an 17 
elevated blood-lead level. 18 
 19 

PART II. 20 
DEFINITIONS AND GENERAL REQUIREMENTS.  21 

 22 
18 VAC 15-30-20.  Definitions.  23 
 24 
 The following words and terms, when used in this chapter, shall have the 25 
following meaning unless the context clearly indicates otherwise: 26 
 27 
 "Abatement" or “abatement project” means any measure or set of measures 28 
designed with the expressed purpose of reducing or to permanently eliminate eliminating 29 
lead-based paint or lead-based paint hazards. in accordance with standards proposed by 30 
the United States Environmental Protection Agency under Title IV of TSCA.  Such term 31 
Abatement includes:, but is not limited to: 32 
 33 

1. The removal of lead-based paint, lead-contaminated soil and lead-34 
contaminated dust, the containment or encapsulation of lead-based paint, the 35 
replacement of lead-painted surfaces or fixtures, and the removal or covering 36 
of lead-contaminated soil.; and 37 

 38 
2. All preparation, cleanup, disposal, and post-abatement clearance testing 39 

activities associated with such measures.  Abatement shall be presumed for 40 
projects: 41 

 42 
a. For which there is a written contract stating that a firm will be 43 

conducting activities in or to a dwelling unit that will eliminate lead-44 
based paint hazards. 45 

 46 
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b. Involving the elimination of lead-based paint or lead-contaminated soil. 1 
 2 

c. Involving the elimination of lead-based paint or lead-contaminated soil 3 
and conducted by firms or individuals who, through their company 4 
name, promotional literature, or otherwise advertise or hold themselves 5 
out to be a certified firm. 6 

 7 
3. Abatement shall include activities where an inspection has determined that 8 

lead-based  paint is present and that sanding, scraping or abrading of lead-9 
contaminated surfaces is likely to occur. 10 

 11 
3. Specifically, abatement includes, but is not limited to: 12 

 13 
a. Lead-based paint activities for which there is a written contract or other 14 

documentation, which provides that an individual or firm will be 15 
conducting activities in or to a residential dwelling or child-occupied 16 
facility that: 17 

 18 
1. Shall result in the permanent elimination of lead-based paint hazards; 19 

or 20 
 21 

2. Are designed to permanently eliminate lead-based paint hazards and 22 
are described in paragraphs 1 and 2 of this subsection. 23 

 24 
b. Lead-based paint activities resulting in the permanent elimination of lead-25 

based paint hazards, conducted by firms or individuals licensed in 26 
accordance with this chapter, unless such projects are covered by 27 
paragraph 4 of this subsection. 28 

 29 
c. Lead-based paint activities resulting in the permanent elimination of lead-30 

based paint hazards, unless such projects are covered by paragraph 4 of 31 
this subsection, or 32 

 33 

d. Lead-based paint activities resulting in the permanent elimination of lead-34 
based paint hazards, that are conducted in response to State or local 35 
abatement orders. 36 

4. Abatement does not include renovation and remodeling, or landscaping 37 
activities whose primary intent is not to permanently eliminate lead-based 38 
paint hazards, but is instead to repair, restore, or remodel a given structure or 39 
dwelling, even though these activities may incidentally result in a reduction in 40 
lead-based paint hazards. Abatement does not include renovation, remodeling, 41 
landscaping or other activities, when such activities are not designed to 42 
permanently eliminate lead-based paint hazards, but instead, are designed to 43 
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repair, restore, or remodel a given structure or dwelling, even though these 1 
activities may incidentally result in a reduction or elimination of lead-based 2 
paint hazards. Furthermore, abatement does not include interim controls, 3 
operations and maintenance activities, or other measures and activities 4 
designed to temporarily, but not permanently, reduce lead-based paint 5 
hazards. 6 

 7 
 "Accredited lead training program" means a course of instruction which training 8 
program that has been approved by the department board to provide training for 9 
individuals pertinent to engaged in lead-based paint activities. 10 
 11 
 “Accredited lead training provider” means a firm, individual, state or local 12 
government, or nonprofit training program that has met the requirements of this chapter 13 
and has been approved by the board to offer an accredited lead training program. 14 
 15 
 "Applicant" means any person, as defined by § 54.1-500 of the Code of Virginia, 16 
defined in this chapter who has applied for but has not been  granted an interim 17 
certification license, a certification license or approval as an accredited lead training 18 
program or provider by the department board. 19 
 20 
 "Area" means a portion of a unit such as a room, closet, pantry, hall, or portion of 21 
a room (such as the dining area of a kitchen/dining room). 22 
 23 
 "Available" means reachable by telephone, either directly or through a pager or 24 
answering service, at all times when abatement activities are being conducted and able to 25 
be present at the work site in no more than two hours. 26 
 27 
 "Board" means the Virginia Board for Asbestos Licensing and Lead Certification. 28 
 29 
 "Certified contractor" means a firm which has been issued an authorization by  the 30 
department permitting the firm to enter into contracts to perform abatement activities. 31 
 32 
 "Certified inspector/risk assessor for target housing and public buildings" means 33 
an individual who has been issued a certification by the department to perform 34 
inspections and risk assessments for target housing and public buildings. 35 
 36 
 "Certified inspector technician for target housing and public buildings" means an 37 
individual who has been issued a certification by the department to perform inspections 38 
in target housing and public buildings. 39 
 40 
 "Certified lead worker for target housing and public buildings" means an 41 
individual who has been issued a certification by the department to perform deleading, 42 
lead removal, and demolition activities under the supervision of a certified supervisor on 43 
target housing and public buildings. 44 
 45 
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 "Certified planner/project designer for target housing and public buildings" means 1 
an individual who has been issued a certification by the department to plan and design 2 
abatement projects in target housing and public buildings. 3 
 4 
 "Certified supervisor for commercial buildings and superstructures" means an 5 
individual who  has been issued a certification by the department to supervise lead-based 6 
paint abatement, to identify the presence of lead-based paint, and to design abatement 7 
projects on commercial and superstructures. 8 
 9 
 "Certified supervisor for target housing and public buildings" means an individual 10 
who has been issued a certification by the department to supervise lead-based paint 11 
abatement projects on target housing and public buildings, and to design abatement 12 
projects involving fewer than 10 units on target housing and public buildings. 13 
 14 
 “Child-occupied facility” means a building, or portion of a building, constructed 15 
prior to 1978, visited regularly by the same child, six years of age or under, on at least 16 
two different days, within any week (Sunday through Saturday period), provided that 17 
each day's visit lasts at least three hours and the combined weekly visit lasts six hours, 18 
and the combined annual visits last at least 60 hours. Child-occupied facilities may 19 
include, but are not limited to, day-care centers, preschools and kindergarten classrooms. 20 
 21 
 “Clearance levels” means values that indicate the maximum amount of lead 22 
permitted in dust on a surface following completion of an abatement activity. 23 
 24 
 "Commercial building" means any building used primarily for commercial or 25 
industrial activity, which is generally not open to the public, or occupied or visited by 26 
children including, but not limited to, warehouses, factories, storage facilities, aircraft 27 
hangers, garages, and  wholesale distribution facilities. 28 
 29 
 "Common area" means a portion of a building generally accessible to all 30 
residents/users occupants, including, but not limited to, hallways, stairways, laundry and 31 
recreational rooms, playgrounds, community centers, garages and boundary fences. 32 
 33 
 "Component or building component" means specific design or structural elements 34 
or fixtures of a building or residential dwelling or child-occupied facility which are 35 
distinguished from each other by form, function, and location.  These include, but are not 36 
limited to, interior components such as ceilings; crown molding; walls; chair rails; doors; 37 
door trim; floors; fireplaces; radiators and other heating units; shelves; shelf supports; 38 
stair treads; stair risers; stair stringers; newel posts, railing caps, balustrades, windows 39 
and trim, including sashes, window heads, jambs,  sills, and stools, and troughs; built-in 40 
cabinets; columns; beams; bathroom vanities; counter tops and air conditioners, and 41 
exterior components such as painted roofing, chimneys, flashing, gutters and downspouts, 42 
ceilings, soffits, facias, rake boards, corner-boards, bulkheads, doors and door trim, 43 
fences, floors, joists, lattice work, railings and railing caps, siding, handrails, stair risers 44 
and treads, stair stringers, columns, balustrades, window sills, casings, sashes, and wells, 45 
stools and troughs, and air conditioners. 46 
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 1 
 “Containment” means a process to protect workers and the environment by 2 
controlling exposures to the lead-contaminated dust and debris created during an 3 
abatement. 4 
 5 

“Course agenda” means an outline of the key topics to be covered during a 6 
training course, including the time allotted to teach each topic. 7 

 8 
“Course test” means an evaluation of the overall effectiveness of the training 9 

which shall test the trainees' knowledge and retention of the topics covered during the 10 
course. 11 

 12 
 "Course test blue print" means written documentation of identifying the 13 
proportion of course test questions devoted to each major topic in the course 14 
curriculum. 15 

 16 
 "Deleading" means activities conducted by a person who offers to eliminate lead-17 
based paint or lead-based paint hazards or to plan such activities in commercial  18 
buildings, bridges, or other structures or superstructures. 19 

 20 
 "Demolition" means the act of pulling down or destroying any building or 21 
structure. 22 

 23 
 "Department" means the Department of Professional and Occupational Regulation 24 
or any successor agency. 25 

 26 
 "Deteriorated paint" means paint which that is cracking, flaking, chipping, or 27 
peeling or otherwise separating from a the underlying building component. 28 
 29 
 "Discipline" means one of the specific types or categories of lead-based paint 30 
activity activities enumerated established in this chapter for which individuals must 31 
receive training from accredited lead training providers, as defined in this chapter, and 32 
become certified licensed by the department board.  For example, "lead abatement 33 
worker in commercial buildings and superstructures" is a discipline. 34 
 35 
 "Distinct painting history" means the record of application, over time, of paint or 36 
other surface coatings to a component of a building structure application history, as 37 
indicated by its visual appearance or a record of application, over time, of paint or other 38 
surface coatings to a component or room. 39 
 40 

“Documented methodologies” means methods or protocols used to sample for the 41 
presence of lead in paint, dust, and soil. 42 

 43 
“Elevated blood-lead level (EBL)” means an excessive absorption of lead that is a 44 

confirmed concentration of lead in whole blood of 20 µg/dl (micrograms of lead per 45 
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deciliter of whole blood) for a single venous test or of 15-19 µg/dl in two consecutive 1 
tests taken three to four months apart. 2 
 3 

“Encapsulant” means a substance that forms a barrier between lead-based paint 4 
and the environment using a liquid-applied coating (with or without reinforcement 5 
materials) or an adhesively bonded covering material. 6 
 7 
 "Encapsulation" means the application of an encapsulant a process that makes 8 
lead-based paint inaccessible, by providing a barrier between the lead-based paint and the 9 
environment, with this barrier being formed using a liquid applied coating or an 10 
adhesively bonded material, and when the primary means of attachment is by the bonding 11 
of the product to the surface either by itself or through the use of an adhesive.  This 12 
excludes painting unless abrasive surface preparation is performed. 13 
 14 
 “Enclosure” means the use of rigid, durable construction materials that are 15 
mechanically fastened to the substrate in order to act as a barrier between lead-based 16 
paint and the environment. 17 
 18 
 "EPA" means the United States Environmental Protection Agency. 19 
 20 
 “Financial interest” means financial benefit accruing to an individual or to a 21 
member of his immediate family.  Such interest shall exist by reason of (i) ownership in a 22 
business if the ownership exceeds three percent of the total equity of the business, (ii) 23 
annual gross income that exceeds, or may be reasonably anticipated to exceed, $1,000.00 24 
from ownership in real or personal property or a business, (iii) salary, other 25 
compensation, fringe benefits, or benefits from the use of property, or a combination 26 
thereof, paid or provided by a business that exceeds or may reasonably be expected to 27 
exceed $1,000.00 annually, or (iv) ownership of real or personal property if the interest 28 
exceeds $1,000.00 in value. 29 
 30 
 "Firm" means any company, partnership, corporation, sole proprietorship, 31 
association, or other business entity. 32 
 33 
 “Guest instructor” means an individual designated by the training program 34 
manager or principal instructor to provide instruction specific to the lecture, hands-on 35 
activities, or work practice components of a course. 36 
 37 
 "Hands-on skills assessment" means an evaluation which tests the trainees' ability 38 
to satisfactorily perform specified the work practices and procedures satisfactorily 39 
identified in this chapter, as well as any other skills taught in a training course. 40 
 41 
 "Hazardous waste" means any waste as defined in 40 CFR 261.3. 42 
 43 
 "Historical records" means documentation which identifies the material make-up 44 
(including brand, color type, lead content) and dates of application of paint and other 45 
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surface coatings used in target housing, public and commercial buildings, and 1 
superstructures. 2 
 3 
 "HUD" means the United  States Department of Housing and Urban 4 
Development. 5 
 6 
 "Individual" means a single human being, not a firm or other group or 7 
organization. 8 
 9 
 "Initial course" or "initial training program" means the course of instruction 10 
established by this chapter to prepare an individual for certification licensure in a single 11 
discipline. 12 
 13 
 "Inspection" means a surface-by-surface investigation for to determine the 14 
presence of lead-based paint conducted by a certified inspector technician or 15 
inspector/risk assessor according to the procedures in this chapter and the provision of a 16 
report explaining the results of the investigation. 17 
 18 
 "Interim certification" means an authorization issued by the department to an  19 
individual who has applied to the department and been found qualified but has not passed 20 
the required examination. 21 
 22 
 "Interim controls" means a set of measures designed to reduce temporarily reduce 23 
human exposure or likely exposure to lead-based paint hazards, including specialized 24 
cleaning, repairs, maintenance, painting, temporary containment, ongoing monitoring of 25 
lead-based paint hazards or potential hazards, and the establishment and operation of 26 
management and resident education programs. 27 
 28 
 “Interim license” means the status of an individual who has successfully 29 
completed the appropriate training program in a discipline from an accredited lead 30 
training provider, as defined by this chapter, and has applied to the board, but has not yet 31 
received a formal license in that discipline from the board.  Each interim license expires 32 
six months after the completion of the training program, and is equivalent to a license for 33 
the six-month period. 34 
 35 
 "Lead-containing substance" means any coating, paint, plaster or surface 36 
encapsulation material containing more than 0.5% lead by weight of dry film or more 37 
than one milligram of lead per square centimeter of dry film, or other materials meeting 38 
standards that are consistent with applicable federal regulations.   (NOTE:  OSHA 39 
regulations may have a different standard.) 40 
 41 
 “Lead-based paint” means paint or other surface coatings that contain lead equal 42 
to or in excess of 1.0 milligrams per square centimeter or more than 0.5 percent by 43 
weight. 44 
 45 
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 "Lead-based paint activities" means (1) in the case of target housing, risk 1 
assessment, inspection, planning, project designing design and abatement as defined in 2 
this chapter that affects or relates to target housing and child-occupied facilities.and (2) in 3 
the case of any public building constructed before 1978, commercial building, bridge, or 4 
other structure or superstructure, identification of lead-based paint and materials 5 
containing lead-based paint, deleading, removal of lead from bridges, and demolition. 6 
 7 
  “Lead-based paint hazard” means any condition that causes exposure to lead from 8 

lead-contaminated dust, lead-contaminated soil, or lead-contaminated paint that is 9 
deteriorated or present in accessible surfaces, friction surfaces, or impact surfaces that 10 
would result in adverse human health effects as identified by EPA, pursuant to Toxic 11 
Substances Control Act (TSCA) section 403. 12 

 13 
“Lead-contaminated dust” means surface dust in residential dwellings, or child-14 

occupied facilities that contains an area or mass concentration of lead at or in excess of 15 
levels identified by EPA, pursuant to TSCA section 403. 16 
 17 
 "Lead-contaminated soil" means bare soil on residential or real property and on 18 
the property of a child-occupied real property facility that contains lead at or in excess of 19 
the levels determined to be hazardous identified by EPA, to be hazardous pursuant to 20 
Toxic Substances Control Act (TSCA) section 403. 21 
 22 
 “Lead-hazard screen” means a limited risk assessment activity that involves 23 
limited paint and dust sampling as defined in this chapter. 24 
 25 
 “Licensed lead abatement supervisor” or “lead supervisor” means an individual 26 
who has met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to 27 
supervise and conduct abatements, and to prepare occupant protection plans and 28 
abatement reports. 29 
 30 
 “Licensed lead abatement worker” or “lead worker” means an individual who has 31 
met the requirements of this chapter and has been licensed by the board to perform 32 
abatements under the supervision of a licensed lead supervisor.  33 
 34 
 “Licensed lead inspector” or “lead inspector” means an individual who has met 35 
the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to conduct lead 36 
inspections.  A licensed inspector may also sample for the presence of lead in dust and 37 
soil for the purposes of abatement clearance testing. 38 
 39 
 “Licensed lead abatement contractor” or “lead contractor” means a firm which 40 
has met the requirements of this chapter, and has been issued a license by the board to 41 
perform lead-based paint activities. 42 
 43 
 “Licensed lead project designer” or “lead project designer” means an individual 44 
who has met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to 45 
prepare abatement project designs, occupant protection plans, and abatement reports. 46 
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 1 
 “Licensed lead risk assessor” or “lead risk assessor” means an individual who has 2 
met the requirements of this chapter, and has been licensed by the board to conduct lead 3 
inspections and risk assessments.  A licensed risk assessor may also sample for the 4 
presence of lead in dust and soil for the purposes of abatement clearance testing. 5 
 6 
 "Living area" means any areas of a target housing unit most often frequented by 7 
children  under the age of 6 residential dwelling used by one or more children age six and 8 
under, including, but not limited to, living rooms, kitchen areas, dens, play rooms, and 9 
children's bedrooms. 10 
 11 
 “Multi-family dwelling” means target housing that contains more than one 12 
separate residential dwelling unit, in which one or more units is used or occupied, or 13 
intended to be used or occupied, in whole or in part, as the home or residence of one or 14 
more persons. 15 
 16 
 "OSHA" means the U.S. United States Department of Labor, Occupational Safety 17 
and Health Administration. 18 
 19 
 “Paint in poor condition” means more than ten square feet of deteriorated paint on 20 
exterior components with large surface areas; or more than two square feet of 21 
deteriorated paint on interior components with large surface areas (e.g. walls, ceilings, 22 
floors, doors); or more than ten percent of the total surface area of the component is 23 
deteriorated on the interior or exterior components with small surface area (e.g. window 24 
sills, baseboards, soffits, trim). 25 
 26 
 “Permanently covered soil” means soil which has been separated from human 27 
contact by the placement of a barrier consisting of solid, relatively impermeable material, 28 
such as pavement or concrete.  Grass, mulch and other landscaping materials are not 29 
considered permanent covering. 30 
 31 
 “Person” means any natural or judicial person including any individual, 32 
corporation, partnership, or association; any Indian Tribe, State or political subdivision 33 
thereof; any interstate body; and any department, agency, or instrumentality of the federal 34 
government. 35 

 36 
 "Principal instructor" means the individual who has the primary responsibility for 37 
organizing and delivering teaching a particular course. 38 
 39 
 “Project design” means any descriptive form written as instructions or drafted as a 40 
plan describing the construction or set-up of a lead abatement project area and work 41 
practices to be utilized during the lead abatement project. 42 

 43 
 "Public building" means any building constructed prior to 1978, except target  44 
housing, which is generally open to the public or occupied or visited by children 45 
including, but not limited to, schools, daycare centers, museums, airport terminals, 46 
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hospitals, stores, restaurants, office buildings, convention centers, and government 1 
buildings. 2 
 3 
 "Recognized laboratory" means any environmental laboratory recognized by the 4 
EPA as being capable of performing an analysis for lead compounds in paint, soil, and 5 
dust. 6 
 7 
 “Reduction” means measures designed to reduce or eliminate human exposure to 8 
lead-based paint hazards through methods including interim controls and abatement. 9 

 10 
 "Refresher course" or "refresher training program" means the course of accredited 11 
instruction established by this chapter which must  be periodically completed as set out in 12 
this chapter to maintain an individual's certification license in a single discipline. 13 
 14 
 "Regulant" means any person, as defined by § 54.1-500 of the Code of Virginia, 15 
who is has been issued and holds a currently valid a certification license or an approval 16 
by the board as an accredited lead training program or accredited lead training provider 17 
under this chapter. 18 
 19 
 "Residential dwelling" means (i) target housing that is a detached single-family 20 
dwelling, including attached structures such as porches and stoops or (ii) target housing 21 
that is a single-family dwelling unit in a structure that contains more than one separate 22 
residential dwelling unit, which is used or occupied, or intended to be used or occupied, 23 
in whole or in part, as the home or residence of one or more individuals. 24 
 25 
 "Risk assessment" means an on-site investigation conducted by a certified 26 
inspector/risk assessor according to the procedures in this chapter to determine the 27 
existence, nature, severity and location of lead-based paint hazards, and the provision to 28 
the property owner/occupant of a report explaining the results of the investigation and 29 
providing  options for reducing lead-based paint hazards with a rationale for those 30 
options. (i) an on-site investigation to determine the existence, nature, severity, and 31 
location of lead-based paint hazards, and (ii) the provision of a report by the individual  32 
or the firm conducting the risk assessment, explaining the results of the investigation and 33 
options for reducing lead-based hazards. 34 
 35 
 "Superstructure" means a large steel or other industrial structure including, but not 36 
limited to, bridges or water towers which may contain lead-based paint. 37 
 38 
 "Target housing" means any housing constructed prior to 1978 except for housing 39 
for the elderly or persons with disabilities  (unless any child who is less than six years of 40 
age resides or is expected to reside in such housing for the elderly or persons with 41 
disabilities) or any 0-bedroom dwelling.  Housing for the elderly, housing for persons 42 
with disabilities or any zero-bedroom dwelling is not subject to these regulations, unless a 43 
child who is six years of age or under resides in or is expected to reside in such housing. 44 
 45 
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 "Training curriculum" means an established set of course topics that provide 1 
specialized knowledge and skills that must be taught in an accredited training program 2 
for a particular discipline for instruction in an accredited lead training program for a 3 
particular discipline designed to provide specialized knowledge and skills. 4 
 5 
 "Training hour" means the number of hours spent in training activities in an 6 
accredited training program at least 50 minutes of actual instruction, including, but not 7 
limited to, time devoted to lecture, learning activities, small group activities, 8 
demonstrations, evaluations, and/or hands-on experience. 9 
 10 
 "Training manager" means the individual responsible for administering a training 11 
program and  monitoring the performance of the principal instructors, work practice 12 
instructors, and guest instructors. 13 
 14 
 "Train-the-trainer course" means a 40-hour or longer course of study which 15 
provides instruction in the planning and teaching of adult education courses. 16 
 17 
 "TSCA" means the federal Toxic Substances Control Act, 15 USC § 2601 et seq. 18 
 19 
 "Unit" means a room or connected group of rooms used or intended to be used by 20 
a single tenant or owner. 21 
 22 
 "Visual inspection for clearance testing" means the visual examination of the 23 
abatement site a residential dwelling or a child-occupied facility following an abatement 24 
action for evidence that to determine whether or not the abatement has been successfully 25 
completed as indicated by the absence of visible residue, dust and debris. 26 
 27 
 "Visual inspection for risk assessment" means the visual examination of a unit of 28 
a residential dwelling or a child-occupied facility to locate determine the existence of 29 
deteriorating paint deteriorated lead-based paint or other potential sources of lead-based 30 
paint hazards. 31 
 32 
 "Window sill" means the portion of the horizontal window ledge that protrudes 33 
into the interior of the room and is adjacent to the window sash when the window is 34 
closed. 35 
 36 
 "Window stool" means the flat, horizontal molding fitted over the window sill, on 37 
the window interior, between jambs, which comes in contact with the bottom of the rail 38 
of the lower operating sash and the window sill. 39 
 40 
 "Window well" means the portion of the  horizontal widow window sill that 41 
receives the window sash when the window is closed, often located between the storm 42 
window and the interior window sash.

Department of Labor and Industry prior to the commencement of any lead-based 2 
paint abatement activities. The notification shall be sent in a manner prescribed by 3 
the Virginia Department of Labor and Industry. 4

B. No licensed lead abatement contractor shall enter into a contract to perform a lead 6 

abatement project if the lead inspection, project design, or post-abatement 7 
clearance procedures is to be performed by individuals with an 8 
employer/employee relationship with, or financial interest in, the lead abatement 9 
contractor unless the contractor provides the building owner with a “Virginia 10 
Lead Consumer Information and Disclosure Sheet” which is available from the  11 
board. 12 

 13 
C. The relationships described in subsection B must be disclosed and the disclosure 14 

form must be signed and dated by the building owner, or his agent, and the 15 
contracting entity prior to the signing of any contract to conduct lead-based paint 16 
activities. The contractor must provide the disclosure form to all parties involved 17 
in the lead abatement project. The disclosure form shall be kept on the lead 18 
abatement project site and available for review. 19 

 20 
D. When performing a lead-based paint inspection, lead-hazard screen, risk 21 

assessment or abatement, a licensed individual must perform that activity in 22 
compliance with documented methodologies. Documented methodologies that are 23 
appropriate for this chapter include the following: 24

only by individuals licensed  by the board to perform such activities. 44

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G. All reports and plans required by 18 VAC 15-30-520 through 18 VAC 15-30-651 1 
shall be maintained by the licensed firm or individual who prepared the report for 2 
at least three years. The licensed firm or individual also shall provide copies of 3 
these reports to the building owner or person who contracted for its services. 4

the extent that they are used as part of the lead-based paint hazard 46 
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determination, the results of any previous inspections or analyses for the 1 
presence of lead-based paint, or other assessments of lead-based paint related 2 
hazards. 3 

 4 
17. A description of the location, type, and severity of identified lead-based paint 5 

hazards and any other potential lead hazard. 6 
 7 
18. A description of interim controls and/or abatement options for each identified 8 

lead-based paint hazard and a suggested prioritization for addressing each 9 
hazard. If the use of an encapsulant or enclosure is recommended, the report 10 
shall recommend a maintenance and monitoring schedule for the encapsulant 11 
or enclosure. 12 

 13 
B. Reports and plans required by this section and 18 VAC 15-30-560 shall be 14 

maintained by the owner of the residence or building, and the certified 15 
individual or firm that conducted the risk assessment for no less than three 16 
years. 17 

 18 
C. Reports and plans required by this section and 18 VAC 15-30-560 are subject 19 

40 CFR Part 745, Subpart F, Disclosure of Known Lead-Based Paint and/or 20 
Lead-Based Paint Hazards upon Sale or Lease of Residential Property. 21 

 22 
18 VAC 15-30-620.  Abatement in target housing.  23 
 24 

A. Abatement shall be conducted only by individuals certified licensed by the 25 
department board as a supervisors or workers and employed by a certified 26 
licensed lead abatement contractor. 27 

 28 
B. A certified supervisor shall be assigned to each abatement project.  The 29 

supervisor shall be available by telephone and be present physically at the 30 
work site within two hours of where abatement activities are being 31 
conducted.A licensed lead abatement supervisor is required for each 32 
abatement project and shall be on-site during all work site preparation and 33 
during the post-abatement cleanup of work areas.  At all other times when 34 
abatement activities are being conducted, the licensed supervisor shall be on-35 
site or available by telephone, pager or answering service, and able to be 36 
present at the work site in no more than two hours. 37 

 38 
C. The certified licensed lead abatement supervisor and the certified licensed 39 

lead abatement firm contractor employing the supervisor are shall 40 
responsible for ensuring ensure that completion of all abatement activities are 41 
conducted according to the provisions requirements of this chapter and all 42 
other federal, state and local regulations. 43 

 44 
D. Notification shall be sent to the  Virginia Department of Labor and Industry 45 

prior to the commencement of abatement activities.  The notification shall be 46 
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sent in a manner prescribed by the Virginia Department of Labor and 1 
Industry. 2 

 3 
D. A written occupant protection plan shall be developed for all abatement 4 

projects and shall be prepared according to the following procedures: 5 
 6 

1. The occupant protection plan shall be unique to each residential dwelling or 7 
child-occupied facility and be developed prior to the abatement. The 8 
occupant plan shall describe the measures and management procedures that 9 
will be taken during the abatement to protect the building occupants from 10 
exposure to any lead-based paint hazard. 11 

 12 
2. A licensed lead abatement supervisor or lead project designer shall prepare 13 

the occupant protection plan. 14 
 15 

E. The following work practices shall be restricted during an abatement: 16 
 17 

1. Open-flame burning or torching of lead-based paint is prohibited. 18 
 19 
2. Machine sanding or grinding or abrasive blasting of lead-based paint is 20 

prohibited unless used with High Efficiency Particulate Air (HEPA) 21 
exhaust control which removes particles of 0.3 microns or larger from the 22 
air at 99.97 percent or greater efficiency. 23 

 24 
3. Dry scraping of lead-based paint is permitted only in conjunction with 25 

heat guns or around electrical outlets or when treating defective paint 26 
spots totaling no more than two square feet in any one room, hallway, or 27 
stairwell or totaling no more that 20 square feet on exterior surfaces. 28 

 29 
4. Operating a heat gun on lead-based paint is permitted only at temperatures 30 

below 1100 degrees Fahrenheit. 31 
 32 

F. Soil abatement, if conducted, shall be conducted in one of the following ways: 33 
 34 

1. If soil is removed, the lead-contaminated soil shall be replaced with soil 35 
that is not contaminated; or 36 

 37 
2. If soil is not removed, the lead-contaminated soil shall be permanently 38 

covered as defined in 18 VAC 15-30-20 of this chapter. 39 
 40 

G. An abatement report shall be prepared by a licensed lead abatement supervisor 41 
or lead project designer. The abatement report shall include the following 42 
information: 43 

 44 
1. Start and completion dates of abatement. 45 
 46 
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2. The name and address of each licensed lead abatement contractor 1 
conducting the abatements, and the name of each licensed lead abatement 2 
supervisor assigned to the abatement project. 3 

 4 
3. The occupant protection plan prepared pursuant to 18 VAC 15-30-620 D. 5 
 6 
4. The name, address, and signature of each licensed risk assessor or 7 

inspector conducting clearance sampling and the date of clearance testing. 8 
 9 
5. The results of clearance testing, the name of each recognized laboratory 10 

that conducted the analysis, and the name and signature of the person 11 
conducting the analysis. 12 

 13 
6. A detailed written description of the abatement, including abatement 14 

methods used, locations of rooms and/or components where abatement 15 
occurred, and reason for selecting particular abatement methods for each 16 
component and any suggested monitoring of encapsulants or enclosures. 17 

 18 
18 VAC 15-30-630.  Written project design. (Repealed.) 19 
 20 

A. A written project design shall be developed for lead abatement firms by a 21 
certified planner/project designer. 22 

 23 
B. Certified supervisors may develop the project design for projects with less than 24 

10 units to be abated. 25 
 26 

C. The written project design shall contain the following elements: 27 
 28 

1. Measures taken to ensure worker protection which are consistent with all 29 
federal, state and local regulations, hazard recognition and control procedures, 30 
and information and training to be provided to abatement workers. 31 

 32 
2. Measures taken to ensure compliance with all federal, state and  local 33 

environmental regulations. 34 
 35 

3. An occupant protection program, unique to each unit and developed prior to 36 
abatement, that describes the measures that will be taken during abatement to 37 
protect the building occupants, the methods of verification that will be utilized 38 
to document this protection, and contains the following: 39 

 40 
a. In plans which require the relocation of occupants, post-abatement dust 41 

clearance levels must be met as described in this chapter. 42 
 43 

b. Duration of abatement activities. 44 
 45 

c. Access to facilities and exits. 46 
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 1 
d. Total area involved. 2 

 3 
e. Specification of the use of containment. 4 

 5 
18 VAC 15-30-640.  Pre-abatement soil samples. (Repealed.) 6 
 7 

1. Prior to exterior abatement of lead-based paint, pre-abatement composite soil 8 
samples shall be taken.  Soil samples shall consist of at least four subsamples 9 
taken next to the foundation or from the dripline below any exterior surfaces to 10 
be abated. 11 

 12 
2. The samples shall be sent for analysis to a laboratory recognized by EPA as 13 

being capable of performing these activities. 14 
 15 

3. This section shall not apply if the information is available from a current risk 16 
assessment. 17 

 18 
18 VAC 15-30-650.  Post-abatement clearance procedures.  19

 The following post-abatement clearance procedures for units that have been 21 
abated shall be performed by a licensed inspector or certified licensed inspector/risk 22

6. In each area within an individual  unit, the The licensed inspector/ or licensed 4 

risk assessor shall compare the residual lead dust levels (as determined by the 5 
laboratory analysis) from each dust sample with the clearance levels for lead 6 
in dust on applicable clearance levels for lead in dust on floors, window sills, 7 
and windows. wells, and exterior surfaces, as established in the HUD 8 
Guidelines for the Evaluation and Controls of Lead-Based Paint Hazards in 9 
Housing, June 1995, unless superseded by any other clearance levels.  If any 10 
of the area's the residual lead dust levels in a dust sample exceed these the 11 
clearance levels, the area shall be cleaned again and retested until the 12 
clearance levels are met all the components represented by the failed sample 13 
shall be recleaned and retested until clearance levels are met.

operator of such structure or building until such time that the structure or 14 
portion of the structure that was involved in the identification is repainted. 15

18 VAC 15-30-740.  Deleading of lead-based paint in commercial buildings and 17 
superstructures. (Repealed.) 18

A. Deleading shall only be conducted by persons certified by the department. 20

B. A supervisor, certified by the department for deleading on superstructures and 22 
commercial buildings, shall be assigned to the deleading project and available 23 
at all times when deleading activities are being conducted. 24

C. The supervisor and the certified firm are responsible for ensuring completion 26 

of all deleading activities conducted on superstructures and commercial 27 
buildings according to the provisions of this chapter. 28

D. A written deleading plan shall be prepared by a certified supervisor and shall 30

1. Measures taken to ensure worker protection which are consistent with all 33 
federal, state and local regulations, hazard recognition and control procedures, 34 
and information and training to be provided to deleading workers. 35

2. Measures taken to ensure compliance with all federal, state, and local 37 

environmental regulations. 38 
 39 

E. All waste shall be disposed of in accordance with the appropriate requirements 40 
of the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (42 USC § 6901 et seq.) and 41 
any applicable federal, state, and local requirements. 42 

 43 
F. A report containing the following information shall be maintained by a 44 

certified firm when conducting deleading activities on superstructures and 45 
commercial buildings: 46 
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 1 
1. Start and completion dates of deleading. 2 

 3 
2. Names and addresses, as well as signatures of each supervisor of the deleading 4 

activity and their certification number. 5 
 6 

3. The name and address of each certified firm and the recognized laboratory 7 
doing any analysis, date of analysis and name and signature of each person 8 
performing the analysis. 9 

 10 
4. A detailed written description of the deleading methods used. 11 

 12 
5. Identification of storage and disposal sites of all hazardous waste. 13 

 14 
6. Reports required under this section shall be maintained by the owner or 15 

oversight agency of such structure until the  structure or portion of that 16 
structure is repaired. 17 

 18 
18 VAC 15-30-750.  Soil abatement procedures. (Repealed.) 19 
 20 

A. Abatement shall only be conducted by persons certified by the department. 21 
 22 

B. A supervisor, certified by the department, shall be assigned to the abatement 23 
project and available at all times when abatement activities are being 24 
conducted. 25 

 26 
C. The supervisor and the certified firm are responsible for ensuring that all soil 27 

abatement activities are conducted according to the provisions of this chapter. 28 
 29 

D. Soil abatement shall be conducted in one of the following ways: 30 
 31 

1. If soil removal is to be conducted, the lead-contaminated soil shall be removed 32 
to a depth determined by the  inspector/risk assessor until the EPA promulgates 33 
a regulation pursuant to § 403 of TSCA (15 USC § 2683) defining lead-34 
contaminated soil.

2. If, after removal, the soil is to be replaced, the soil shall be replaced with 37

4. The results of clearance or monitoring analysis, or both, conducted by 13

5. A detailed written description of the abatement, including abatement methods 16 
used, locations of abatement, and reason for selecting each abatement method.

G. Notification of the commencement of the soil abatement shall be submitted to 21 

the Virginia Department of Labor and Industry according to the procedures 22 
established by the Department of Labor and Industry.

H. All reports required by this section shall be maintained by the owner or the 25 

oversight agency of the site where soil abatement occurred and the certified 26 
firm which performed the abatement for not less than three  years. 27

PART X. 29 

STANDARDS OF PRACTICE AND CONDUCT.  30 
 31 
18 VAC 15-30-760.  Responsibility to the public.  32 
 33 
 The primary obligation of the regulant is to the public.  If the regulant's judgment 34 
is overruled under circumstances when the safety, health, property, and welfare of the 35 
public are endangered, the regulant shall inform the employer or client of the possible 36 
consequences and notify appropriate authorities if the situation is not resolved.  The 37 
regulant shall take such action only when his authority to correct a problem has been 38 
ignored or overruled. 39 
 40 
18 VAC 15-30-770.  Public statements.  41

when the parties are represented by counsel, the regulant shall issue no 5 
statements, reports, criticisms, or arguments on matters relating to practices 6 
which are inspired or paid for by an interested party or parties, unless one has 7 
prefaced the comment by disclosing the identities of the party or parties on 8 
whose behalf the regulant is  speaking, and by revealing any self-interest. 9

C. Regulants or applicants shall not knowingly make a materially false statement, 11 

submit falsified documents, or fail to disclose a material fact requested in 12 
connection with an application submitted to the board by any individual or 13 
business entity for certification licensure or renewal. 14

18 VAC 15-30-780.  Solicitation of work.  16 
 17 
 In the course of soliciting work: 18 
 19 
 1. The regulant shall not bribe. 20 
 21 

2. The regulant shall not falsify or permit misrepresentation of the regulant's work 22 
or an associate's academic or professional qualifications, nor shall the regulant 23 
misrepresent the degree of responsibility for prior assignments. 24 

 25 
3. Materials used in the solicitation of employment shall not misrepresent facts 26 

concerning employers, employees, associate joint ventures, or past 27 
accomplishments of any kind. 28 

 29 
4. Materials used in the solicitation of services shall not misrepresent  facts of 30 

approval, federal, or state requirements. 31 
 32 
18 VAC 15-30-790.  Professional responsibility.  33 
 34 

A. The regulant shall, upon request or demand, produce to the board, or any of its 35 
representatives, any plan, document, book, record or copy thereof in his 36 
possession concerning a transaction covered by this chapter, and shall 37 
cooperate in the investigation of a complaint filed with the board. 38 

 39 
B. A regulant licensee or approved entity shall not use the design, plans, or work 40 

of another regulant licensee or approved entity with the same type of license 41 
without the original’s professional's knowledge and consent, and after consent, 42 
a thorough review to the extent that full responsibility shall may be assumed by 43 
the user. 44 

 45 
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C. Accredited lead training providers shall admit board representatives for the 1 
purpose of conducting an on-site audit, or any other purpose necessary to 2 
evaluate compliance with this chapter and other applicable laws and 3 
regulations. 4 

 5 
18 VAC 15-30-800.  Good standing in other jurisdictions.  6 
 7 

A. Regulants certified to who practice perform planning/lead project designs, lead 8 
inspections, lead risk assessments, lead-based paint abatement training, 9 
contractual lead contracting or lead abatement supervisor work in other 10 
jurisdictions shall be in good standing in every jurisdiction where licensed, 11 
certified, or approved and shall not have had a license, certification, or 12 
approval suspended, revoked, or surrendered in connection with a disciplinary 13 
action. 14 

 15 
B. Regulants shall notify the department board in writing no later than 10 days 16 

after the final disciplinary action taken by another jurisdiction against their 17 
license or approval to conduct lead-based paint activities. 18

C. Regulants may be subject to disciplinary action against their Virginia 20 

certification or removal of a lead accredited training program accreditation for  21 
disciplinary actions taken by another jurisdiction. 22

18 VAC 15-30-810.  Grounds for denial of application, denial of renewal, or discipline.  24

A. The board shall have the authority to deny application for and to deny renewal 26 
of a certification or accredited training program as well as to discipline a 27 
certified individual, a certified firm, an accredited training program, or 28 
individual instructors fine any licensee or accredited lead training provider or 29 
instructor, and to deny renewal, suspend, revoke or deny application for any 30 
license or approval as an accredited lead training provider or instructor 31 
provided for under Chapter 5 of Title 54.1 of the Code of Virginia for the 32 
following reasons: 33

1. The certified individual, certified firm, accredited training program, training 35 

manager, principal instructor or work practice instructor violates Violating 36 
or induces inducing another person to violate any of the provisions of 37 
Chapter 1, 2,  3, or 5 of Title 54.1 of the Code of Virginia, or any of the 38 
provisions of this chapter. 39

2. The regulant obtained his certification or accredited training program  41 

approved through fraudulent means.Obtaining a license or the approval as 42 
an accredited lead training provider through fraudulent means. 43 

 44 
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3. The regulant or applicant has altered Altering a Virginia lead certification 1 
license issued by the department board or a training certificate issued by an 2 
accredited lead training program provider. 3 

 4 
4. The certified individual, certified firm, accredited training program, training 5 

manager, principal instructor or work practice instructor violates any 6 
provision of this chapter. 7 

 8 
54. The regulant has Having been found guilty by the board, an administrative 9 

body another regulatory authority, or by a court, of any material 10 
misrepresentation in the course of performing his operating duties. 11 

 12 
65. Subject to the provisions of §54.1-204 of the Code of Virginia, The 13 

regulant has having been convicted or found guilty, regardless of 14 
adjudication in any jurisdiction of the United States, of any felony or of any 15 
misdemeanor involving lying, cheating, or stealing, or of any violation while 16 
engaged in environmental remediation activity which resulted in the 17 
significant harm or the imminent and substantial threat of significant harm 18 
to human health or the environment there being no appeal pending 19 
therefrom or the time for appeal having elapsed.  Any plea of nolo 20 
contendere shall be considered a conviction for the purposes of this chapter.  21 
The record of a conviction authenticated in such form as to be admissible as 22 
evidence under the laws of the jurisdiction where convicted, A certified 23 
copy of the final order, decree or case decision by a court or regulatory 24 
agency with lawful authority to issue such order, decree or case decision 25 
shall be admissible as prima facie evidence of such conviction or discipline. 26 

 27 
76. Failing to notify the board in writing within 30 days of pleading guilty or 28 

nolo contendere or being convicted or found guilty of any felony or of any 29 
misdemeanor involving lying, cheating, or stealing or of any violation while 30 
engaged in environmental remediation activity which resulted in the 31 
significant harm or the imminent threat of significant harm to human health 32 
or the environment. 33 

 34 
87. Negligence, or a continued pattern of incompetence, in the practice of the 35 

discipline in which a certification lead license is held. 36 
 37 

98. Failing or neglecting to send any information or documentation that was 38 
requested by the board or its representatives. 39 

 40 
109. Refusing to allow state or federal representatives access to any area of an 41 

abatement site for the purpose of warranted lawful compliance inspections. 42 
 43 

B. Any individual or firm whose certification license or approval as an accredited 44 
lead training program provider is revoked under this section shall not be eligible 45 
to reapply for a period of one year from the effective date of the final order of 46 
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revocation.  The individual or firm shall meet all education, experience, and 1 
training requirements, complete the application, and submit the required fee for 2 
consideration as a new applicant. 3

18 VAC 15-30-820.  Suspension or revocation of approval of an accredited lead training 5 
program provider.  6

A. The board may, after notice and an opportunity for hearing, suspend, revoke, or 8 
modify an accredited lead training program’s approval if an accredited lead 9 
training program provider, training manager, or other person with supervisory 10 
authority over the training program has: 11

1. Misrepresented the contents of a training course to the board or the student 13 

population. 14

2. Failed to submit required information or notification in a timely manner. 16 
 17 

3. Failed to maintain required records. 18 
 19 

4. Falsified accreditation records, instructors qualifications, or other accreditation 20 
information. 21

5. Failed to comply with the federal, state, or local lead-based paint statutes or 23 

regulations. 24

B. The board shall conduct disciplinary procedures in accordance with the 26 
Administrative Process Act (§ 9-6.14:1 et seq. of the Code of Virginia). 27
